1929 is merely repeating what has come to be a truism. With 
months behind the industry in the historic 
year of 1928, every economic sign points to even greater 
prosperity during the coming twelve months. Not only 
our own land exceedingly prosperous, but for the first time 
since the war the other nations of the world have apparently 
achieved a return to something like economic normalcy, 
its promise of increased export trade.

This represents 17.5 per cent. of the total automobile pro- 
duction in this country. .If the rate of increase holds in the 
export division of the industry during 1929, we shall very 
nearly reach the billion mark in our overseas business. 

In the industry at home the yezr 1928 has witnessed 
momentous events. After a slow siart, due entirely to 
the production slump of the Ford organization, produc- 
tion gathered momentum rapidly, gaining steadily through 
the vear to achieve a new record for all time with a total 
output of 4,630,000. It is interesting to note that of this 
total 85 per cent. represented production ot closed models. 
Also the wholesale value of the vehicle production 
reached a new “high” of $3,045,820,000. 

tecord production was by no means the only outstand- 
ing development of 1928. We have rather grown to accept 
increased output as a natural function of the automotive in- 
dustry. The year found the Ford Motor Company just be- 
ginning production of its new baby, the much-discussed 
Model A. Slowly gathering headway, 
stepped up gradually, reaching 2,000 a day by the middle 
the year and touching the 6,000 mark during the past few 
weeks. During the year Ford turned out in the neighbor- 
hood of 700.000 units, becoming once more an important 
factor in the industry’s production. 

Always rumor mongering has been a favorite sport in 
the automotive industry, especially as regards mergers be- 


tween more or less well-known companies. In 192% there 
were the usual rumors, but there were also mergers. After} 
the frequent cries of “Wolf, wolf!’ Walter Chrysler very 
quietly gobbled up the Dodge Brothers’ organization, with- 


out letting a hint of the proceedings get out until the deal 


was completed. Just the other day the news was suddenly 
confirmed that Hupmobile had acquired control of the 
Chandler-Cleveland organization. To have two. actual 
mergers emerge from the rumor cloud in a single year 


stamps it as a remarkable period. 

No retrospect of 1928 would be complete without some 
comment on Chevrolet’s departure from its traditional reli- 
ance on a four-cylinder power plant to a six, in the price 
class that has always been associated with the four. This 
move on Chevrolet’s part marked the end of four-cylinder 
production by General Motors, and leaves only four makers 
producing fours. 

Not only does the year 1929 dawn auspiciously for the 
manufacturers of complete vehicles, but the parts and 
accessory divisions of the industry have every reason to 
look forward to a period of expanding prosperity.

VIDENCE of the sus- 
tained acceptance of 
denatured alcohol as an anti- 
freeze agent is reflected in 
the estimated sales of de- 
| natured alcohol by automotive 
| outlets for the winter of 1928- 

29, which calls for the retail- 

ing of 43,000,000 gallons, as 
|compared with the 37,000,000 
| gallons for the 1927-28 
| Season. 

In spite of the unseasonable 
weather for this time of year, pres- 
ent stocks of denatured alcohol] on 
dealers’ hands are moving faster 
}than those of the corresponding 
period of previous years. 

The aggressive, nation - wide 
newspaper and magazine adver- 
tising, together with nightly radio 
announcements in conjunction 
with weather reports, has educated 
more motorists this year to the 
need of adequate protection 
against freezing temperature, with 
the resultant increase in the early 
sales of denatured alcohol. 

An extensive merchandising cam- 
paign instigated in the dealer field 
last fall has provided the Industrial 
Alcohol Institute, Inc., with the 
most effective retailing organization 
in its history. According to figures 
from the institute office, over 200,- 
000 window signs, 30,000 permanent 
outdoor signs, 28,000 radiator ca- 
pacity charts and 20,000 Alco-Test- 
ers have been distributed among 
| automotive outlets. 

In regard to the general anti- 
freeze question, the popularity of the 
new anti-freeze preparations now on 
the market have had virtually little 
effect on the volume of denatured 
alcoho] sold, as the majority of mo- 
torists are inclined to keep winter 
operation costs down to a minimum, 
coupled with the fact that denatured 
alcohol is known to have stood the 
| test of years of service. The extra 
;effort of having the denatured al- 
, cohol solution occasionally checked 
is offset by the material saving in 
;costs compared with the newer prep- 
| arations now available. 

Representing the manufacturers 
of 97 per cent. of all industrial 
alcohol produced in the country, 
the Institute plans for the 1929-30 
season to develop in advertising 
and sales campaign that will 
eclipse all previous efforts by the 
Institute. 

Ccnsumption of fifty million gal- 
lons of denatured alcohol as an anti- 
freeze for next season is anticipated 
| by the Institute, which believes thai 
those motorists who have tried the 
i|newer preparations will return to

With this background of better 
roads, keen competition requiring 
talking points in the cars and the 
wide distribution of high compres- 
sion fuel one could readily guess 
even without a study of the speci- 
fications of the new cars, the lines 
along which the improvements of 
the year have progressed. 

Almost universally we have greater 
power provided by adding bore, cyl- 
inders, or increasing compression.

well and an air horn which is stated 
to make the car less sensitive to cold 
weather. Another improvement to 
carburetion in this line, as well as 
several others, is the automatic 
choke that prevents crank case di- 
lution by preventing the possibility 
of the choke remaining closed after 
the engine has warmed up. 

The Chevrolet six-cylinder engine 
|is 32 per cent. more powerful than 
}its predecessor. This is another 
| good example of improved carbure- 
|ton, particularly with a view to in- 
| cerasing power as well as to secure 
| better acceleration and cold weather 
| performance. Remarkable  accel- 
| erating qualities are claimed for the 
| Chevrolet, due to the fitting of the 
{mew accelerator pump. When the 
| accelerator is depressed this device 
| forecs a small quantity of fuel into 
| the intake manifold, which gives the 
|car a fast “getaway.” The new Pon- 
| tiac has an accelerator pump. 
Taken all in all, the detailed im- 
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provements in carburetion and 
throughout the gasoline feed system 
generally are marked throughout all 
price classes. There is a great swing 
toward the fuel pump. The A. C. 
type is now being used by a great 
many makers. -Just to mention an- 
other example of the new line of 
Graham-Paige cars which were an- 
nounced as the show opened, and 
which were first shown publicly on 
the opening day, all have A. C. fuel 
pumps for the first time. This line 
of cars also has an improved choke 
device. In this case the throttle and 
the choke are interconnected, so 
that when the choke is operated the 
throttle is set for the proper open- 
ing. This prevents flooding, as well 
as stalling after the engine has been 
started. 


Automatic Priming Device 

Hudson and Essex are other ex- 
amples of where an entirely revised 
system of carburetion has been 
adopted. Both the Hudson and Es- 
sex have an automatic priming de- 
vice which operates with the choke 
lever. The manifolds have been im- 
proved, giving greater volumetric 
efficiency, and consequently in- 
creased power. The carburetor is 
the new double-jet Marvel, and a 
booster has been added in the vacu- 
um tank ot give a greater flow 
when necessary, showing here a re- 
flection of the trend toward fuel 
pumps. Incidentally, the pump sys- 
tem is now used on Peerlesss, Pon- 
tiac, Graham-Paige, Oldsmobile, 
Oakland, Studebaker, Pierce-Arrow, 
Locomobile, Stearns-Knight, Cadil- 
lac, Auburn and Buick. 

As would be expected at a time 
when every maker is claiming any- 
thing from sixty miles an hour up 
to better than 100, valve actions 
are becoming closer to what we used 
to think of as racing practice. 
Higher lifts with steeper cams are 
the rule. On the Essex engine, 
for instance, where a speed of 
seventy miles per hour is claimed 
for the cam, the bore has been in- 
creased 1-16 inch and the valve 
lift has been increased 1-32 inch. 
To maintain smoothness at this 
high speed a Lanchester vibration 
damper has been added, and to 
help in the greater breathing ca- 
pacity of the engine necessary for 
the higher power, the intake mani- 
fold has been increased in size and 
improved in shape for better dis- 
tribution. 

Higher speeds and greater power 
have in turn forced the designers to 
overhaul their lubricating systems 
to provide increased circulation, as 
well as increased pressure, to points 
where friction occurs. Better bal- 
ancing has also been necessitated, 
and we find throughout all price 
classes an increased use of coun- 
ter-weighted crank shafts, or at 
least more elaborate counter-bal- 
ancing systems, as well as vibration 
dampers and devices to neutralize 
torque reactions. It will be interest- 
ing to pick a few random examples 
to bring out these trends. 


LUBRICATING SYSTEM 


On the new Chrysler Imperial 80, 
which has been redesigned with 
great care in certain particulars, 
considerable study has been given 
the lubricating system, as well as 
the balance of the engine, in which 
material changes are to be found in 
each this year. Full pressure lubri- 
cation is provided to all main, con- 
necting rod and cam shaft bearings. 
This follows along the usual lines 
of present practice. In the bal- 
ancing of the engine, however, the 
changes are very noticeable and 
constitute one of the greatest im- 
provements made in this car for 
the coming season. 

The counterweights on the crank 
shaft have been redesigned, and in 
manufacture all of the shafts are

The increased use of the Lan- 
chester and other vibration reducing , 
devices is not confined to the higher 
priced cars by any means. The six- 
cylinder Continental-Durant used in 
the new Durant Six-60, selling in the 
$750 class, is now equipped with a 
Lanchester vibration damper. The 
new Oakland All-American Six, sell- 
ing at $1,145, has a more finely bal- 
anced crank shaft this year than 
previously. It is still a four-bear- 
ing type, but the counterweights are 
heavier and the entire assembly is 
dynamically balanced to within % 


ounce, 
COOLING SYSTEMS 


Cooling systems show some no- 
table changes this year. Improved 
circulation and increased use of ther- 
mostatic control are two outstand- 
ing improvements to be noted. There 
is also a continuance of the trend 
toward higher and narrower radi- 
ators, water pumps are better with 
improved methods of drive, and, 
from an ornamental standpoint, 
every one seems to’ be trying to see 
who can get the lowest and flatest 
radiator cap, no doubt to suggest 
power and speed. This is in con- 
trast with the towering ornaments 
that were all the rage two years ago. 

The new Oakland is one of the 
cars with a much improved cooling 
system. The radiator is a cross- 
flow type with larger and thicker 
cores. Instead of the water entering 
at the top and passing through to 
the bottom in this radiator the flow 
is from the left side of the radiator 
to the right, which is said to have 
a marked effect on reducing the 
evaporation of the anti-freeze in 
winter and of water in summer. A 
departure of this same car is the use 
of an inspection cover of pressed 
steel on the water jacket which en- 
ables the observer to note the condi- 
tion of the water space between the 
cylinders. The radiators on the 
Hudson and Essex cars are larger 
in area. On the new Graham- 
Paiges the radiators are deeper and 
the three models now have thermo- 
satically controlled shutters. In ad- 
dition there is a thermostat in the 
water passage. The cooling systems 
on Marmons and others have been 
enlarged with narrower and deeper 
radiators. The Whippet has higher 
radiator lines and like the majority 
of others now uses chromium plat- 
ing. Even Franklin, the only air- 
cooled car, has adopted grilled shut- 
_ for controlling engine tempera- 

ure. 

Electrical systems have not come 
in for any pronounced changes, 
with the exception of Nash, which 
is offering dual ignition on its 400 
series. There is an increase in the 
use of waterproofing covers and de- 
vices to get away from distributor 
shorts in a rain or snow storm, and 
makers are using a little better wir- 
ing harness, but this is done as an

ROM present indications the production of motor trucks 
in 1928 will exceed any previous year of the industry 
and I believe that the demand for motor trucks in 1929 will 


be considerably greater than for this year. 

Nineteen hundred twenty-eight 
will also go down in the history 
of the truck industry as the turn- 
ing point toward better merchan- 
dising methods, especially in the 
matter of curtailing excessive 
terms, selling to irresponsible 
buyers and excessive allowances 
for trade-ins, 

Also, a very marked change is 
taking place among most manufac- 
turers in their attitude toward mer- 
chandising trucks through branches. | 
I am quite sure most manufacturers 
will agree that they can be market- 
ed more economically through dis- 
tributors and dealers; in fact, dur- 
ing the past year a number of 
branches have been closed and the 
business turned over to local dis- 
tributors or dealers. Then, too, 
those manufacturers still having a 
chain of branches are insisting that 








their branch managers show a 
profit.

for the general adoption of six- 
cylinder motors, four-wheel brakes 
and the great increase in the use 
of pneumatic tires, as well as the 
adoption of accessories such as air 
cleaners, thermostats, gascolator, 
windhield wipers, more comfortable 
cabs and better appearance, to- 
gether with finer paint jobs.

parent, and probably this accounts 
for the more widely extended use of 
such a mechanism in that field. 


Undoubtedly, the internal type 
of brake is rapidly gaining in fa- 
vor, and in this respect we are 
merely copying European prac- 
tices, much as our American man- 
ufacturers did with respect to four- 
wheel brakes. It is safe to venture 
the opinion that the use of a 
power amplification will also fol- 
low European practice, where brake 
amplifiers are standard equipment 
on many types of passenger cars 
as well as commercial vehicles. 
Our American automotive manu- 
facturers are awake to the brake 

situation, as evidenced by the fre- 
quent reference to the braking fa- 
cilities supplied by them and an- 
nounced through their advertising 
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and other descriptive publications. 
But, further than this, our Ameri- 
can regulatory bodies are also pur~ 
suing various studies whereby they 
might arrive at conclusions estab« 
lishing desirable rates of retardation 
for automotive vehicles. 

As a matter of fact the actual 
practical use of a brake in automo- 
tive operation is not alone a matter 
of safety to the vehicle or its con- 
tents, although supervisory bodies 
| would be inclined to give it consid- 
| eration as such. Ft is a factor of 
; Operation bearing on the flexibility 
| with which an automotive vehicle 
can be maneuvered, and more im- 
| portant even than the matter of ac- 
celeration. This is true because the 
| brake system combines two essential 

factors, namely, safety, and the abil- 
| ity to protect against any other in- 

terfering conditions. The acceler- 
ating feature of operation merely 
means the ability to get away from 
either a stop or from low speeds to 
| higher speeds 

There is every reason to believe 
that the American motoring public 
will demand of their brake system 
| just as reliable performance as it is 
possible to build into a mechanism. 

The present adjustments, relin- 

ings and other necessary factors 

of good performance will finally 
be established at the motorist’s 
insistence on as high a state of 
perfection as it is possible to. pro- 
vide. Furthermore, they will in- 
sist that this degree of brake per- 
fection shall be accomplished with 
as great comfort and facility as 
is now incorporated in many other 
| factors of automobile perform- 
| ance. 

The modern automobile is a real 
| delight in appointment and ease of 
control in every respect but the mat- 
ter of braking. The means for re- 
liable braking with the same smooth, 
light touch which now applies to 
the other factors is now at hand, 
jand will, without question, be de-

The greatest development in 
Ross cam and lever steering gear 
for 1929 is the manufacture of 
these gears with ground and pol- 
ished cams. This operation was 
long thought to be impossible on 
account of the varying depth and 
pitch of the cam groove, but it 
has been worked out in a highly 
successful manner, not only giving 
a smoother surface, but assuring a 
high spot in the middle or driving 
position of the steering gear, so 
that any play can be adjusted out 
of the gear without having a 
binding action in the extreme. 

Betore this grinding and polish- 
ing operation it was sometimes very 
difficult to secure the high spot in 
the mid-position on account of dis- 
tortion in the hardening, even 
though the cams were otiginally cut 
with such a high spot. 

On account of orders on hand, it

result is found in tighter bodies and 
reduced tendency to rattle and 
Squeak. Rubber mountings have 
held their own and are found in 
uSe generally. This interposes an 
elastic medium between the engine 
and the rest of the chassis that 
materially reduces chassis vibra- 
tions. 

Another point which may be 
noticed in the engine field is that 
there are fewer manufacturers 
offering higher compression engines, 
as optional to the purchaser. Nearly 
all who have changed their engines 
at all have stepped up the compres- 
sion ratio to some extent and there 
are still a few who will provide a 
higher compression engine if the 
purchaser so specifies. Studebaker 
is an example of this. On the Presi- 
dent Eight the standard compres- 
sion ratio has been slightly increased 
over last year, being now 5.10 to 1, 
yg with still higher ratios optional. On 
the Chrysler 80 the standard Silver 
Dome engine has a compression

ratio of 5 to 1. An optional head 
known as the Red Head is offered 
also, however, with a ratio of 6 to 1. 

Not much change is to be found 
in clutches this year. The dry-plate 
is, of course, the predominating type 
with Borg & Beck and the Long 
types being used by the assemblers. 
Ford, of course, makes his own 
clutch for both the Ford and the 
Iincoln, and the General Motors 
Company makes its own for all its 
cars except Oldsmobile. Hudson has 
made its own clutch for years and 
continues to do so both for the 





Hudson and the Essex lines. 

From a transmission standpoint | 
there are two new developments to 
report, and they are the syncro- | 
mesh used on Cadillac and La Salle 
cars and the internal gear unit 
adopted by several. By means of 
these developments shifts can be 
made readily up and down without 
a pause in neutral gear and with 
little or no danger of clash regard- 
less of how unskilled the driver may 
be. Graham-Paige sticks to the 


ratios to take advantage of the im- 
proved torque of the engines. The 
second speeds are a little more 
nearly direct in a few models. Du- 
rant has two new four-speed jobs 
around $900. More cars are using 
ground gears now than ever before, 
with a result that they are more 
quiet on the lower speeds. Many 
makers for the first time use an in- 
ternal second gear. 

A popular transmission is the 
Warner Gear Company’s Hiflex, 
employing internal gears on the 
direct drive and on second speed. 
Franklin is one of the makers em- 
ploying this unit. It is claimed that 
speeds cf fifty-five miles per hour 
can be obtained in second gear with 
little or no noise. Gear shifting is 
also much quieter and easier with 
this type of gear as no pauses are 
required in going through the neu- 
tral position. 

PROPELLER SHAFTS 

Heavier propeller shafts have 
been necessitated by the increase in 
the amount of horse power trans- 
mitted as well as because of the 
greater speed of the cars. Whipping 
troubles that did not appear at sixty 
miles an hour are very apparant 
at seventy m. p. h., if the propeller 
shaft is not heavy enough, Self- 
lubricating universals with the oil 
magazine contained are more pre- 
valent. 

From the standpoint of final drive 
there have been some additions to

the hypoid gear family and there 





changes in final gear ratio because 
of the desire to show speed in the 
standard models. Besides the in- 
creased torque of the engines at low 
speeds has permitted a more nearly 
direct drive with a consequent in- 
crease in the maximum speed as 
well as in greater smoothness and 
quietness of operation. Optional 
gear ratios are offered in some in- 
stances. On the Chrysler 80 there 
are two ratios, 4.08 and 4.45 to 1. 
Double drop frames have in- 
creased materially this year because 
of the desire to bring the car height 
down. The Studebaker President 
and Commander now employ this 
type of frame. It is claimed that 
the use of this new frame has 
brought the center of gravity of the 
Studebaker car 6% inches closer to 
the ground, which is, of course, a 
material gain in safety. The Stutz 
chassis is noted this year for its 
improvement in that respect. 
Steering gears are tending toward 
the cam and lever type. The Ross 
type of gear has been on the in- 
crease ever since the introduction of 
the balloon tire, and this year is no 
exception, as several new installa- 
tions are noted. There have been 
some further increases in the gear 
ratios tending to make steering eas- 
ier, and there are many makers who 
have adopted devices to prevent 
shimmy. Steering gear ratios are 
up around 15 to 1 now on the large 
cars. Not so many years ago 9 ta 1 
was considered about right. On the 
La Salle the ratio is 16 to 1. On 
the Cadillac it is 15 to 1, but the 
steering wheel on the La Salle is 16 
inches in diameter, while on the 
Cadillac it is 19 inches. Packard 
introduced on its latest model a 
new type of spring cushion bracket 
which is said to eliminate shimmy. 
It is substituted for the regular 
shackle at the rear end of the left 
front spring. All shimmy tramp 
and back kick is said to have been 
eliminated from the steering wheel. 
A similar device is also used by 
Hupmobile. In addition to this, the 
left steering knuckle lever has been 
lengthened one inch to give greater 
steering leverage. A ball thrust 
bearing has also been fitted to each 


side of the sector to eliminate bind- | 


ing. 
CHASSIS LUBRICATION 

There are more centralized chas- 
sis lubricating systems now in use. 
The Bijur system is this year on| 
many cars, and others are reported | 
to be on the verge of adopting this | 
or other systems such as the Myers} 
or Bowen. 

This has been a great year for 
brake improvements. There are so| 


them. The hydraulic brakes are now 
mostly of the internal expanding 
type and these have been improved 
by the addition of an automatic re- 
fill for the master cylinder. Me- 
chanical four wheel brakes dominate 
the situation, however, but in both 
types the improvements give much 
greater breaking effort for a much 
lighter touch of the foot. The brake 
booster such as the Bragg-Kliesrath, 
known as the B. K. and the Wes- 
tinghouse are very much in evidence. 
The Fafnir ball bearing shackle is 
now on the Pierce cars as well as 
the Studebaker. 

Shock absorbers are now found on 
all cars from the highest to the low- 
est in price. The hydraulic types 
have gained very materially and 
makers of shock absorbers have 
adopted this type in notable in- 
stances. With the longer wheel- 
bases have come smaller wheels, the 
18 and 20 inch wheels have gained 
materially. Disk wheels are on #e 
decrease and wire wheels very much 
on the increase for the sport types 
of cars. The good roads have re- 
duced the difficulties of keeping the 
wire wheels clean and there is no 
doubt of their popularity. 

Safety features are popular on the 
cars. Non-shatterable glass has 
been made a leading talking point 
by many of the makers.
